There won't be any tax breaks 
for county residents, but they 
will see an increase in construc¬ 
tion and road repairs done in 
their divisions. 

That was the decision made 
by county councillors at their 
budget debate last Thursday. 
Once all of the bills had been 
paid, and all of the revenue col¬ 
lected for the year 1999, county 
administration told councillors 
they still had a $209,000 surplus 
to distribute in whatever way 
they felt most suitable. 

The options presented were 
to decrease the tax rate, increase 
the divisional projects, transfer 
funds to their tax rate stabiliza¬ 
tion reserve, or review the possi¬ 
bility of putting the money in a 
reserve that would allow them to 
take advantage of federal and 
provincial infrastructure pro¬ 
grams throughout the year. 

Some councillors suggested a 
combination of reducing taxes 
and increasing divisional 
projects. 

Coun. Ian Harvie said that he 
did not support putting any more 
money into reserves because he 
feels the county has larger re¬ 
serves than they need already 
with a total of almost $5.2 mil¬ 
lion in reserves and trust ac¬ 
counts. 

Harvie said, "This county is in 
pretty good shape. We re putting 
a lot of money into reserves, and 
in some cases too much." 

"Ratepayers would like to see 
a little more bang for their buck," 
he added suggesting that a com¬ 
bination of increasing projects 
and reducing taxes would make 
taxpayers feel that they were get¬ 
ting that. 

Reeve Pat James said that by 
splitting the surplus in such a 


manner would spread the money 
too thin, and it would hardly be 
noticeable in either area. 

"It would barely be worth the 
paper it is written on," said James. 
He said that if the council chose to 
reduce the tax rate, which was not 
his first choice, he would only sup¬ 
port it if all of the surplus was put 
into that facet of the budget. He 
wanted to put the money into re¬ 
serves to take advantage of infra¬ 
structure programs. 

Coun. Sheila Ijockrem said that 
she believed although a tax rate 
reduction would only result in a 
very small reduction on the rate¬ 
payers tax bill, it would have a 
"psychological effect." 

"I think it would be great if 
taxpayers can say, Well, they 
didn't go down much, but they did 
go down.' At least it shows we're 
trying," said Lockrem. 

Coun. Dave Derksen said that 
reducing the tax rate would "be a 
waste of money." He said that for 
the amount the tax bill would 
decrease, the money would have a 
more effective use in increasing 
the dollar value of projects done in 
each division. He supported 
putting all of the $209,000 sur¬ 
plus into divisional budgets. Be¬ 
sides, he said, if there was a tax 
reduction this year because the 
county is in a healthy position, 
there might be a need to increase 
them down the road because of a 
higher cost and lower revenue 
year. Derksen said that would have 
a far more negative effect than 
making a tax reduction look good 
on paper for one budget. 

Coun. Ben Penner said he felt 
taxpayers would be more grateful 
for better roads and bridges, than 
for a tax break that would make a 
very small difference on their bot¬ 
tom line.

In all, Wigg says the most 
important part of revising the 
bylaw will be to make it easy for 
truckers to follow, and for peo¬ 
ple to understand. 

"The thing I want to do from 
the enforcement standpoint is 
to make this a simple bylaw," 
said Wigg. 

The next step in the process 
for Wigg is to prepare a draft 
bylaw based on the informa¬ 
tion gathered and submit it to 
the Protective Services Com¬ 
mittee for input. He said the 
timeline for this step will be 
May 18. 

Next, the town council will 
review the revised bylaw at their 
May 26 meeting and it will likely 
go through the first of three 
required readings. Wigg says 
there will be time for more pub¬ 
lic input at that point before the 
bylaw is officially passed by 
council. He believes the earliest 
the new bylaw would take effect 
is mid-June. 

When and if the revised by¬ 
law is passed, there will still be 
issues to deal with, says Wigg, 
to make it clear where truckers 
coming into town can park. 

"Whatever is ultimately de¬ 
cided when council passes the 
bylaw... signage will be an is¬ 
sue. The Town of Didsbury 
will have to improve signage," 
says Wigg.

Town officials expected a 
larger turn out to a meeting to 
discuss the future of truck by¬ 
laws within the Town of Dids¬ 
bury. 

Robert Wigg, town develop¬ 
ment officer says that only 
about 10 people, most of them 
being truck drivers, came to a 
public hearing a couple of weeks 
ago. 

Wigg was surprised at the 
small turnout because of the 
response the proposed changes 
first drew. A total of 228 sur¬ 
veys, mailed out in town bills, 
were returned to their office 


with comments. This was the 
most response ever given to any 
single issue. Therefore, he ex¬ 
pected a large turnout on April 
16, but there was not. 

"Those people that did come 
provided very good and rational 
input," said Wigg the week fol¬ 
lowing the meeting. 

The input they were provid¬ 
ing dealt with proposed changes 
to the truck bylaw in the town. 
Wigg says the process of mak¬ 
ing changes began because of a 
number of complaints coming 
in from residents who objected 
to having tractor/trailer rigs 
parked in residential areas. The 


problem is that the existing by¬ 
law allows those vehicles to 
park anywhere along a truck 
route, and many truck routes 
run through residential areas 
such as 20 Ave. and 15 Ave. 

The proposed changes would 
see tractor/trailer parking al¬ 
lowed only on 19 St. from 15 
Ave. to the bypass road. 

Comments on the proposed 
changes ranged from truckers 
who felt it was unfair to require 
such restrictions, to residents 
who responded on the survey 
that they did not believe that 
the existing bylaw was appro¬ 
priate, and supported the pro¬ 
posed changes. 

Of the surveys that were re¬ 
turned to town office, 162 were 
opposed to heavy trucks in resi¬ 
dential areas. 

Wigg says he feels the sur¬ 
veys, in combination with the 
input received at the hearing 
have come together into a cohe¬ 
sive direction for change to the 
existing trucking bylaw. 

The one issue that Wigg feels 
is still up in the air is the special 
permit system that is now in 
place that allows truckers, in 
some instances, to bring their 
rigs home and park them in 
their yard. 

"The issue we still need to 
grapple with is taking tractor/ 
trailers into residential areas," 
said Wigg. 

He explains that there are 
currently a few permits that 
were issued under the existing 
bylaw whereby truckers could 
bring their rigs home in areas 
other than existing truck 
routes. That permit system is 
also going to be reviewed. 

Another issue that will be 
dealt with based on input will 
be how trucks are defined. Wigg 
suspects that the most effective 
way will be by the gross vehicle 
weight which is posted on all 
trucks, instead of the 6 metre

Travelling over the railway 
tracks on 20 Ave. has been a 
bumpy ride for the past week as 
CP repairs rotten timbers at the 
crossing. However, those who 
assumed CP would be finishing 
the job, were wrong. 

Town of Didsbury officials 
report that CP started the job 
unannounced, and then left. 
When a phone call was made to 
find out when the job was com¬ 
pleted, they were told, it was the 
town's responsibility to do the 
paving. Under the CP agreement, 
the town is responsible for 50% 
of maintenance. 

Town officials are upset at the 
way the deal was handled. They 
say the Didsbury Show and Shine 
is fast approaching, and the town 
should have been warned so that 
they could free up crews and 


budget dollars. 'We had no fore¬ 
warning," said town director of 
engineering, Wes Yeoman. 

However, he says, because a 
mqjor event is scheduled to take 
place in less than a week, the 
town has made last minute ar¬ 
rangements so that their crews 
can be paving the patch and have 
it done in time for the Show and 
Shine. 

Yeoman said, 'We're doing it 
with our own forces at our own 
expense. They've (CP) made it 
clear they are not going to finish 
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Town CAO, Evan Parliament 
says he is frustrated with the 
way the construction job was 
handled. Were extremely disap¬ 
pointed with the efforts of CP 
Railway," he said.

He made a motion that council put all of the $209,000 surplus 
towards increasing divisional projects. The motion was carried, 
but by a small margin of 4 to 3. Councillors, Gerald Ingerveld, 
Lockrem and James were opposed. 

The allocation of the surplus made for a balanced budget, which 
the councillors went on to debate other areas. 

The county collects a portion of their tax rate specifically for 
their recreational funds. Those funds are then divided, based on a 
formula, to all of the towns within the county that offer recrea¬ 
tional facilities to county residents. Because of an increase in the 
market value assessment for residential properties on farmland, 
there was increase to the recreational dollars. 

County commissioner, Harold Johnsrude said that he offered 
two options to the councillors. They could either keep the ear¬ 
marked mill rate as it was and give the excess funds to the towns 
for recreation. The second option offered was to decrease the 
earmarked mills to 0.19 and keep the allotments about the same, 
and let the money as the result of the additional assessment fall 
back into the general municipal budget. 

Discussion around the table came to a consensus that the mill 
rate for recreation should stay the same, and the excess dollars 
given to increase allotments. James said that because of a new 
formula instituted last year, some of the towns took a large hit to 
their recreational component, and giving them some of that back, 
would be in good faith. 

"The town of Didsbury took quite a hit on the (new) recreational 
policy," he said. 

Coun. Diane Davies said that having recreational facilities 
within the county available to rural residents, and having the 
county put some excess dollars into the operation of those facilities 
would do some good. 

"Everybody benefits," said Davies. 

Just as in recreation, other areas of the budget were affected by 
new regulations that are causing assessments on farm residences 
to increase dramatically. Higher assessments mean higher taxes. 

Therefore, the county discussed the option to split their tax rate 
to spread the burden of the tax dollars more evenly. 

"That split allows for more latitude," said Harvie. 

Last year, the mill rate was set for farmland/residential and 
non-residential. This year, the council is planning to split residen¬ 
tial and farmland into separate categories so that the burden may 
be carried more evenly, as residential, where assessment has gone 
way up, has a lower mill rate than farmland which has remained 
fairly consistent. 

Despite the lower mill rate, some properties will still end up with 
a higher tax bill, simply due to the increased assessed value of their 
property. 

"Every property is going to be different... because of how market 
value is in one zone compared to another zone," said Johnsrude 
while making the tax rate presentation. 

However, after the budget document was accepted as presented, 
the tax rate bylaw had to be dealt with separately. It requires three 
readings, with unanimous consent to go from second to third 
reading. 

Unanimous consent was not given because of an opposition vote 
from Coun. Harvie. He said that although he generally likes the 
budget and the tax rate, he still wants to deal with some of the finer 
details which he has concerns with. 

In addition, he said, "It allows the public to have a little more 
time for input (before the official decision is made."

Vandals damage property 
along the alleyways 


Vandals using spray paint 
damaged hundreds of dollars 
worth of property during a 
spree on April 3. 

Didsbury RCMP report van¬ 
dals went up and down the 
alleyway between 23 St. and 
24 St. in Didsbury spray paint¬ 
ing several garages, doors and 
fences. 

Police are asking for public 
assistance in locating the sus¬ 
pects in the crime. 

The Didsbury RCMP are also 
asking for assistance in solving 
a break and enter crime that 
occurred late in March. A cabin 


located west of Highway 22 on 
the Burnt Timber road was the 
victim of the crime on March 
27. Police report the suspects 
went unnoticed because the 
cabin is a distance off the main 
road and the suspects were able 
to keep hidden. 

The culprits cut off a heavy 
gate lock and then drove their 
vehicle through the cabin front 
door, gaining access. 

Several items were stolen 
from the premises including 
two Coleman lanterns, a 
smaller full propane tank, two 
or three axes, a Nick wooden 


yoke, a smaller Kohler green 
generator, a six foot alu¬ 
minium ladder and a weed 
eater. 

In both cases, the RCMP 
are asking for anyone who 
knows anything about either 
of these crimes to contact them 
at 335-3382. Or, tipsters can 
call Alberta Crimestoppers at 
1-8000-222-TIPS. Callers may 
remain anonymous and are 
not required to attend court. 
Cash rewards of up to $2000 
for information that leads to 
the arrest of those responsible 
for the crimes. 


Significant budgei items: 

•Funds out of a number of reserves, in addition to a 
possible grant, have been set aside to cover the costs of 
county office renovations. This includes an overall of the 
county council chambers to make them more "public-friendly" 
and accessible to wheelchairs. 

•The road maintenance budget has been reduced by 
$50,000 to a total of $1.1 million. 

•Pavement overlay of SH 575 from SH 791 to the east 
county boundary will be done in 1999 at an estimated cost of 
$875,000. There are plans to seal coat SH 584 with municipal 
personnel and equipment from Coal Camp road to the west 
county boundary. These projects are part of the Secondary 
Highways Partnership Program, with the province contrib¬ 
uting 75% of the cost. 

•Salaries and wages for all county employees have been 
increased 1%. There is also $150,000 scheduled into the 
budget to allow room to move out of reserves after a salary 
review, which is scheduled to take place this year, is con¬ 
ducted. 

•Two new positions are being added to the county office, 
one in the Planning Department and one in the Assessment 
Department. While it still hasn't been determined if the new 
employee in Assessment will be a full-time permanent em¬ 
ployee or a contract service, the money has been set aside. 

•The budget includes surplus funds transferred from the 
Didsbury Rural Fire Association. Some of these funds will go 
to a mqjor equipment purchase by the newly formed Didsbury 
Fire Authority, which includes the urban and rural Didsbury 
area. The balance of the surplus will be put into reserves. 


Residents participation vital 
part of Crime Prevention

As part of Crime Preven¬ 
tion Week, the local RCMP 
say they will try to draw at¬ 
tention to, and honor the ways 
the community gets involved 
in fighting crime and keeping 
this community safe. 

"We re promoting our Ur¬ 
ban Crime Watch during this 
week, and trying to get more 
people on board," says Sgt. 
Ron Platz of the Didsbury 
RCMP detachment. 

Crime Prevention Week 
runs from May 8 through 14, 
and Platz says residents of 
this town play a large part in 
preventing crime in our own 
community. 

"Today's policing is based 
on community based policing. 
We have to have us and the 
public working together," says 
Platz. 


This idea falls right in with 
the theme of the week which 
is, "Crime prevention - It's in 
your neighbourhood." 

There are a number of 
RCMP related crime preven¬ 
tion initiatives in the Dids- 
bury/Carstairs detachment 
area. These include, Urban 
Crime Watch, Rural Crime 
Watch, Block Parents, Search 
and Rescue, Victims Services, 
Drug Abuse and Resistance 
Education, Community Advi¬ 
sory Committees, Youth Jus¬ 
tice Committee and a Child 
Car Seat Safety Program. 

Cst. Myles Peckham says 
that it takes literally hundreds 
and hundreds of volunteers to 
pull together all of these pro¬ 
grams, to keep them running 
effectively, and to play a role 
in taking care of their own 
community. 


"Crime is a community prob¬ 
lem, not just a police prob¬ 
lem," says Peckham. 

These programs are exam¬ 
ples of "the community taking 
care of itself." 

Without the hundreds of vol¬ 
unteers, Peckham and Platz 
say this community would be 
very different, and a lot less 
safe to live in. Didsbury RCMP 
is a small detachment, they 
say, with a very large cover¬ 
age area. 

"The volunteers are extra 
eyes and ears for the RCMP," 
says Platz.

How would you feel if myself 
and my friend made the decision 
about what you would eat for din¬ 
ner tonight? 

And, not only are we going to 
make the decision of what your 
family will consume at dinner time, 
we will also hold private meetings 
between ourselves to discuss the 
possibility of chicken cordon-blue 
versus the possibility of macaroni 
and cheese. 

Then, we came to your house to 
dictate what you would eat and when you would eat it. 

Wouldn't that seem a little unfair? A little dictatorial? 

Well, Mountain View County Council is cooking something 
up for the Town of Didsbury and all of its residents right now. 
They aren't so sure that we should get chicken cordon-blue 
because of the expense and will be discussing, without our 
input, if they will serve mac and cheese. 

At the council meeting last week discussion around the 
table turned from the requisition that the county must 
provide, by law, to the Mountain View Management Board 
who runs and maintains all of the lodges in Didsbury, to 
whether the Management board should even be considering 
building a lodge in Didsbury. 

Councillors were concerned that the management board is 
requisitioning a higher amount of dollars, so that they may 
end up with a surplus over the next five or so years which can 
be rolled over in capital reserves. Although the management 
board hasn’t exactly earmarked that money, they have indi¬ 
cated the reason for the cash stash is that they are seriously 
realizing the need to have a lodge in Didsbury and are 
essentially "saving up" to be able to afford one. 

Some councillors felt very uncomfortable with the very 
thought of some of their money being spent to build a lodge, 
which will house residents out of the rural area, within the 
town. Therefore, they have requested that the county and the 
management board get together in a meeting to discuss the 
ramifications of building a lodge, although after much discus¬ 
sion the wording of the motion was changed to appear that the 
meeting had only to do with the requisition, it is really about 
paying for a lodge to built in a town where anyone with eyes 
can tell you, especially the seniors, that needs a lodge. 

Their request to discuss the matter in more detail, where 
the funding will come from, and whether one should be built 
at all is certainly fair. After all, their portion of the total 
requisition to the management board equates to almost 70% 
of the total, with the towns within the region contributing the 
rest, all based on the amount of assessment in each area. 

However, it seems to me that there is a place setting 
missing from around the table, maybe even more. Shouldn’t 
the Town of Didsbury, or at least someone who can speak on 
our behalf be present? Taxpayers from around the county 
would be shareholders in such a facility, and therefore, should 
be included. This means that any discussion regarding the 
building of a lodge and the funds to do so should include 
everyone, and I do mean everyone. Didsbury, Mountain View 
County, Sundre, and Carstairs, and any other municipal body 
whose taxpayers are paying a portion of the requisition. 

I understand, and totally agree that there is an underlying 
principle problem here, the downloading of "bricks and mor¬ 
tar" from the province to the municipal governments and that 
should be discussed in detail. However, other towns may be 
feeling the same way and might add something to the buffet of 
information. 

I suspect that the exclusion of those it would affect most, 
the administration, council and residents of the town of 
Didsbury was merely an oversight. 

Before these groups sink their teeth into the meat of the 
issue, I have just one question...

What is the most memorable 
Mother's Day you have ever ex¬ 
perienced? As a young child of 
seven, I attended a school that 
was situated near a greenhouse. 
Mother's Day was just around 
the corner. After school one day 
I walked over to the greenhouse, 
tightly clutching the $0.25 I 

had carefully saved up. 

The clerk looked at me for a moment when I asked her what I could buy for my mother for $0.25; 
then she turned and went off, returning with a fairly good sized geranium in full bloom. She carefully 
covered the pot with colourful foil and wrapped it up. 

When I gave the plant to my mother, who loved flowers, she was touched. I have never forgotten 
that particular clerk, who cared about a little child who had so little. 

The years rolled by and I became a mother and my most memorable Mother's Day was when our 
young son, in Grade 1, was returning home from school running, in his hand a card he had made 
for me on a colourful sheet of construction paper. 

However, in his excitement running across the road near our home, he was struck by a car. The 
driver immediately brought our son home, and together we took him to the doctor, who carefully 
checked him over. He was shaken up and somewhat bruised, but there were no other injuries. The 
Mother's Day card was completely forgotten. 

The next day a little girl in our son's class came to our door and said, ”1 found this on the road and 
thought you might like it." The card was covered with tire tracks from the many cars that had driven 
over it. I still have that card. I too was touched. 
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The recent details of an Ac¬ 
cess to Information Request 
revealing the government's reg¬ 
istration program will not be 
completed until 2076, is noth¬ 
ing more than another Liberal 
farce.

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MOUNTAIN VIEW COUNTY 

1999 BUDGET 


Mountain View County Council approved the 1999 budget at a special meeting held 
on Thursday, April 29,1999. The major issue in the 1999 budget was determining 
municipal tax rates that fairly distribute the tax burden. 

Residential Assessment: 

Residential assessments increased for many County properties in 1999. Determining assessment values complex and this is compounded by 
changes in market values. County Council, when establishing the 1999 municipal tax rates, decided to generally retain municipal taxes on 
residential and farmland properties at previous year levels. The following paragraph briefly tries to explain the 1999 adjustment to residential 
property assessment values. 

Assessed value for residential properties is based on market value. The total assessed value for residential properties has been determined to be 
correct within the parameters established by the Province. It was also determined that the land value was overstated and should be shifted to an 
understated building value. This adjustment was implemented for 1999 resulting in significant increases in assessed values for improvements- this 
all being done while property market values continue to increase. 

Residential and farmland have had the same municipal tax rate in the past but the 1999 budget establishes a separate reduced municipal tax rate 
for residential/farm residence properties. This was done because of the assessment value increase resulting from the change in assessing 
improvements and increased market values. 

Tax Rates and Tax Revenues: 

• The new residential tax rate, after taking growth into account, has been reduced 17% to 4.68. 

• The municipal farmland tax rate remains unchanged at 5.62. 

• The non-residential tax rate for commercial and industrial, machinery and equipment, and linear properties remains unchanged at 7.02. 

• The residential/farmland tax rate for requisitions for provincial education and senior lodges cannot be different; therefore, more of the education 

requisition is shifted to the residential assessment because of the assessment increase.

Concluding Comments: 

There are no municipal tax rate increases in the 1999 budget and a separate residential tax rate was created at a level 17% less than the 
previous year. Additional municipal tax revenues resulted from residential growth and industrial assessment. An amount of $375,000 was 
added to the divisional project budget for upgrading and adding to the County road and bridge infrastructure. Continuation of positive 
financial trends from 1998 operations, combined with some additional revenues, allowed Council to pass a balanced budget with no tax increases 
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Notes from Nigeria 

Dan and Janet Snyder are Didsburians who are missionaries in Nigeria. They are working at a 
school in Jos, Nigeria for the Evangelical Missionary Church of Canada, and Dan is teaching math 
and English, while Janet runs the library for the whole school. Both have been in the country 
periodically doing the mission work since the late 70s. The couple met while working in Nigeria and 
married in December 1995. Their latest excursion set out on May 15 last year and they will return to 
Didsbury in May of2000 for a three month furlough. They will return to Nigeria and will remain there 
until 2006. The Snyders send weekly letters to their family telling about their day to day experiences, 
and we at the Review believe it will be of interest to our readers. 



Dear Family and Friends, 

Computers and e-mail are 
wonderful until you hit the 
wrong button and lose it all. 

That is exactly what I did 
today. Most of our weekly letter 
was written when I pushed the 
wrong button and wiped it all 
off the computer. We will start 
again. 

Janet Nickel (grade 2 teacher 
and World Partners mission¬ 
ary) invited her brother Gordon 
to come to Nigeria to lead the 
staff at Hillcrest and 
several other schools in the Jos 
area in professional develop¬ 
ment. Gordon is the headmas¬ 
ter of a Christian school in the 
States. He arrived in Jos around 
noon on Monday and began a 
Spiritual Emphasis week for the 
elementary school that after¬ 
noon. Every morning during 
the rest of the week he met with 
the elementary students for 
Chapel. Tuesday he went to 
Baptist High School to meet 
with the staff We heard great 
reports from the staff there 
about what he shared with them. 
Wednesday he went to COCIN 
(Church of Christ in Nigeria) 
stafT school, and on Thursday 
he was at Kent Academy, an 
ECWA (Evangelical Church of 
West Africa) school. Friday af¬ 
ternoon he met with the staff of 
Hillcrest. It was one of the best 
stafT development times we have 
ever been to. Not only was it 
encouraging and challenging 
but he also made it practical 
leaving us with ideas to imple¬ 
ment for the next school year, 
practical things that meet needs 
that are here at Hillcrest. We 
are very appreciative of his will¬ 
ingness to come and share with 
us. 

In an effort to let Gordon 
experience different parts of Ni¬ 
gerian culture and its subcul¬ 


ture we took Gordon out 
to eat at the Cedar Tree, a 
Lebanese restaurant. We 
went for Mezza which is a 
special meal made up of 
appetizers or “starters” 
as they are called here. It 
included everything from 
salads to hommus, from 
tongue to pork and 
chicken shish-kebab. 
They just keep bringing 
the food until the table is 
filled with small plates of 
every kind of Lebanese 
appetizer imaginable (and 
some we would never have 
thought of). We ate until 
we were stuffed and still 
had enough to take 
home for another meal. 

Wednesday evening 
found us at Elm House, 
doing hostel relief. ELM 
house is the Evangelical 
Lutheran Mission’s hos¬ 
tel for their students at¬ 
tending Hillcrest. There are 
eight students in the hostel this 
year and the age range is from 
grade 1 through grade 12. We 
enjoy the hostel relief. We know 
that it meets a need for the 
hostel parents, giving them one 
night off each week from their 
responsibilities. It also gives us 
a chance to see the students in 
a different setting and to see 
some strengths that don’t come 
out in the classroom. This was 
true this week. Tiffany has a 
reputation for having a pretty 
negative attitude though we 
have seen some improvement 
over the last weeks. In the hos¬ 
tel though, she was pleasant to 
be around, enjoyable to talk to, 
helped other students study and 


was affirming and encouraging 
to her younger brother. It was 
easy to see the real love and 
caring they had for each other. 
Sometimes students try so 
hard to be accepted and “cool” 
at school that we don’t see some 
of the positive, admirable as¬ 
pects of their personalities. The 
other nice thing about hostel 
relief is that I (Janet) don’t 
have to cook dinner that night. 

The school musical is being 
presented this weekend. We 
went Friday night and really 
enjoyed it. 

Over eighty students from 
the high school were involved 
in some aspect of the musical, 
acting, backstage, painting sets 
etc. That’s about 2/3 of the 
students. It was a fun evening, 
just seeing students take on 
other roles and do things that 
we would never expect them to 
do. Quiet students acting the 
parts loud miners, students that 
are normally concerned about 
their dignity doing silly dances 
and timid students coming out 
of their shells to take major 
roles in the play. It was great to 
see students having fun using 
the talents God has given them 
for the enjoyment of others. It 
is a tradition to invite the stu¬ 
dents from Baptist High and 
Kent Academy for the dress 
rehearsal. 

That gives our students an 
audience to play to and gives 
the students from those 
schools a night out and expo¬ 
sure to things they would not 
normally have the opportu¬ 
nity to see.

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RCMP warn of scam targeting rural Alberta 


The Royal Canadian Mounted 
Police are issuing a warning to 
the public. A group of travelling 
criminals known as the "Travel¬ 
lers" typically visit Alberta (and 
the entire country) at this time 
of year. These people are de- 
scendents of true Gypsies, and 
are generally Caucasian with 
English, Scottish or Irish ac¬ 
cents. They refer to themselves 
as "Travellers," not Gypsies, and 
are well known as the 
"Barnstormers" of the older 
days. They are known to the 
police as the "Williamson" Gang 
or the "Terrible Townsleys," and 
although these names still are 
evident, other family names have 
also become prominent. 

The "Travellers" are often on 
the move. The families will take 


up residence in local summer 
recreational trailer parks and 
the male members of the family 
will run their scams in a 100 km 
radius (or more) from that home 
base. They drive new luxury 
trucks and vans with tinted win¬ 
dows, or shells with tinted win¬ 
dows, and ladders on top, tow¬ 
ing expensive looking recrea¬ 
tional trailers with "For Sale" 
signs in the windows. The trail¬ 
ers are in fact very cheaply made 
in Elk Hart, Indiana especially 
for the "Travellers." It is not 
unusual for a "Traveller" to sell 
two or three trailers while in 
the campground, at many times 
the actual cost of the trailer. 

The groups are also involved 
in paving scams, painting 
scams, roof sealing scams, light¬ 


ening rod scams, or any other 
home renovation type of activ¬ 
ity where someone is duped into 
believing he can get something 
for nothing, because what the 
"Travellers" offer is nothing for 
something. It's generally the eld¬ 
erly who are targeted, tricked 
and hounded until they give as 
much money as the "Traveller" 
feels he can get from his victim. 
The work is always minimal and 
substandard, and those targeted 
generally find it difficult to admit 
that they have been taken. 

Prevention: 

The public needs to be made 
aware of the "Travellers," espe¬ 
cially in rural areas. 

People should be advised to 
avoid contractors who: 

• knock on the door to tell you 


they just happen to be doing 
some work in the area and can 
give you a "special price”; 

• promise a discount if you 
allow them to use your home "to 
advertise our work." The same 
offer is likely made to everyone; 

• quote a price without seeing 
the actual job; 

• demand a large down pay¬ 
ment to buy materials; 

• conduct a "free inspection" of 
your home and then suggest 
major repairs; 

• generally, anyone who 
shows up unexpectedly but ap¬ 
pears to be prepared to perform a 
specific function, such as roof 
repair, paving, etc., and gives 
you the line "I do good work!" 

Action to take: 

Before agreeing to have any 
work done, by anyone, phone the 


you, or check on their prepaid 
contractor's license. 

Reputable contractors must 
also have a GST number with 
Revenue Canada and this can be 
checked by phoning Revenue 
Canada and providing them with 
the company's name and GST 
number. 

A reputable contractor should 
also be able to supply the poten¬ 
tial client with a Worker's Com¬ 
pensation account number. 
Phone your nearest Worker's 
Compensation Board and tell 
them the company's account 
number and name. 

And finally, two of the best 
avenues of confirmation are to 
phone the Better Business Bu¬ 
reau Home Renovation Tip Sheet 
at 482-2341, or your local de¬

When Jim Brooke starts talk¬ 
ing about cars, he is like most 
avid car lovers, he can talk for 
hours. 

However, Brooke's obsession 
is a "little" bit different. 

He can't drive the shiny new 
cars he collects. Nor, can he 
spend time under the hood fid¬ 
dling around with the motor. 

Instead, Brooke can spend 
time admiring the gleam of a 
miniature 
version of 
the cars he 
loves and 
maybe once 
drove, and it 
is a lot less 
expensive. 

Brooke is 
enchanted by his hobby, and 
somehow simply his enthusi¬ 
asm makes people around him 
want to know more about the 
detailed collection he has 
amassed. 

He started collecting die-cast 
miniature cars only about a year 
and a half ago, but has since 
then acquired a total of about 40 
of the collectables. 

He was introduced to his new 
hobby by a fellow collector who 
had about 400 of the die-cast 
collectables. 

"I was just dazzled by it," says 
Brooke. 

These aren't just your nor¬ 
mal model cars. They are by far, 
the closest one can have to the 
real thing without spending a 
fortune and finding room to 
store the full-sized counterpart. 

"I really appreciate the handi¬ 
work that goes into them," says 
Brooke. 

That handiwork is what can 
make even the most apathetic 
car enthusiast sit up and take 
notice. 

These die-cast models, which 
Brooke orders from the Danbury 
and Franklin Mint are im¬ 
mensely detailed. 

The hoods open and inside 


one can find all of the compo¬ 
nents of a real engine, including 
connector hoses and silver en¬ 
gine parts all on a 1:24 scale. 
The wheels turn when the steer¬ 
ing wheel is moved. The win¬ 
dows move. Every detail is rep¬ 
licated in exact dimension and 
configuration. One model 
Brooke shows off even has a 
pair of sunglasses, to exact scale, 
sitting on the interior console 
and an air freshener hanging 
from the 
rear view 
mirror. 
They all 
have fully 
func¬ 
tional 
suspen¬ 
sions. 

"There is such intricate de¬ 
tail and realism in the way they 
look,” says Brooke. 

In fact, when talking to him 
it's sometimes hard to deter¬ 
mine if he is discussing a model 
or a real car. Brooke loves both, 
and he has since childhood when 
he helped his uncle run an auto 
wrecker business in Olds. 

Although he is also involved 
in restoring antique and collect¬ 
able life-size cars, it is the mod¬ 
els that have won his undivided 
attention. 

But, he doesn't plan to keep 
his love to himself. Brooke has, 
and still does, travel around to 
toy shows showcasing his col¬ 
lection. He says many times it is 
the sheer glint of the metal and 
the reflecting colors that draw 
people to see what is on display. 

Brooke will also be 
showcasing these beautiful cars 
to Didsburians on May 9. As 
part of the Didsbury Show and 
Shine he will be setting up a 
display of the miniatures so that 
local can take a look at the real 
thing, and then appreciate the 
detail that goes into creating an 
exact replica. 

To Brooke, the Didsbury 
Show and Shine is a large scale 


replica of what he'd like to 
achieve with his collection. 

"My long time goal is to have 
a collection just like the Dids¬ 
bury Show and Shine, except in 
a smaller scale.” 

It truly is the closest one can 
come to some of these classic 
cars. In fact, when one is deliv¬ 
ered, it also comes with a "pink 
slip" to identify ownership and a 
bill of sale. 

No detail too small, as they 
say. 

To appreciate the model, the 
Mint also send the owner a de¬ 


scription of the vehicle and its 
era. 

For instance, the 1928 Stutz 
die-cast model is treasured by 
Brooke because of the back¬ 
ground of the car. In it's day, the 
Stutz won every race it ever 
entered. 

"Each car is different in its 
own way," says Brooke, and one 
of the most "different" cars is 
often the most sought out and 
talked about. 

While each car has its own 
history, one model represents a 
piece of history altogether. It is 
the replica of the Cadillac owned 
by the notorious criminal A1 
"Scarface" Capone. 

The replica, just like the real 
car has some interesting cus¬ 
tom-made options. Those in¬ 
clude: 

•a top speed of 120 miles per 
hour; 

•bullet proof glass in the 
windshield and side windows; 

•a quarter-inch armour plate 
lining in the drivers compart¬ 
ment; 

•three-inch portholes in the 
side windows so that occupants 
of the car could stick their sub¬ 
machine guns through to get 
rid of unwanted followers; 

•a tube through the floor 
that allowed for dropping of one- 
inch roofing nails into the path 


of police or rival gangsters who 
were in pursuit; and 

• a pressure can and tubing 
to introduce oil into the exhaust 
system to create a smoke screen. 

The die-cast model includes 
these details and more. 

Some of the cars are created 
out of more than 350 individu¬ 
ally crafted pieces, and hand 
painted with immense attention 
to imitate the integrity of the 
original full-size model, and 
waxed to a lustre. 

And, if you're going to have 
cars in this miniature world, 
you of course, are going to need 
gas pumps to keep them mov¬ 
ing, tow trucks to haul them 
when they don't, and emergency 
vehicles to be sure everyone is 
following the rules of the road. 

All of these types of models 
are also available in die-cast, 
says Brooke. 

There is so much to admire, 
he says he can hardly keep up to 
his hobby, but he must. 

Perhaps it is the memora¬ 
bilia, perhaps it is the dream of 
driving these cars, perhaps it is 
just the shiny admirable quali¬ 
ties, but whatever it is, it has 
Brooke hooked. 

Check out Brooke's display at 
the Train Station during the 
Didsbury Show and Shine this 
weekend. 


Each car represents an era, and creates 
nostalgia. For instace, the black Cadillac 
is a replica of the one belonging to Al 
Capone.

30 Recommendations for 
Alberta’s Health Care System. 


The results of Health Summit '99

Health Summit'99 

Health Summit '99 took place in February of this year. It brought together two hundred people with diverse views and experiences to discuss an issue that is vitally important to the province 
- the future direction of Alberta’s health system. Four key questions were discussed: 

What is essential in Alberta's Health System? „• What changes should be made in how health services are delivered and managed? • What responsibility do individuals have for tlteir own 
health? • How much money is enough to sustain our publicly funded health care system? 

The Health Summit '99 Final Report has now been developed and released with over 30 recommendations to government on important directions for future health rare decisions. 

These 30 recommendations are: 


1) Government should adopt the values and principles as listed in the final report as a 
guide for future decisions. 

2) Government should continue to support a comprehensive publicly funded and 
publicly administered health care system. 

3) Government should explore options for managing the growing costs of 
pharmaceuticals including the feasibility of expanding public coverage for 
pharmaceuticals. 

4) Government should establish a forum for health planning to develop a long term 
plan for Alberta's health system. 

5) The forum should include an ongoing process for significant involvement of people 
across the province, people in the health system and community members. 

6) Once the plan is developed, significant efforts should be made to communicate the 
plan and ensure that people are well informed about the plan and the direction for 
Alberta's health system. 

7) Government should establish a task force to review education and training programs 
for health care providers to develop better links among the programs, build greater 
awareness and understanding of the roles of other health providers, and develop 
teamwork skills among health providers. 

8) Governments should explore alternative ways of pay ing health providers, including 
physicians. 

9) Working with health care professionals and providers, steps should be taken to remove 
barriers between the different groups and encourage more cooperation. 

10) Government should target innovation funds to expand pilot projects in primary health 
care models and community health centres across the province. 

11) Government should speed up its efforts to implement a province wide health 
information network, currently being developed as alberta we//net. 

12) One of the purposes of the health information network should be to improve access by 
individuals to accurate health information. 

13) Government should continue to support research and evaluation of new approaches 
and use the information and evidence from that research to guide future decisions 
about what works and what does not. 

14) Government should place a higher priority on province wide strategies designed to 
promote good health and prevent illness and injury. 

15) Specific strategies should be developed to address health issues for targeted grouos 
including children. Aboriginal people, people with mental health problems, and 
groups who are more vulnerable to health problems. 

16) Government should act quickly to complete the work of the MLA Committee review ing 
long term care and address the needs identified. 


17) Government should encourage regional health authorities to explore and implement 
new and more flexible approaches for meeting the needs of elderly people including 
care centres, day homes and respite care in communities. 

18) Government should work with health professionals and providers, regional health 
authorities, and post secondary institutions to develop sound workforce plans to 
ensure that there is an adequate supply of health professionals and to anticipate and 
prepare for future needs in the health system. 

19) Government should move ahead with initiatives in telehealth to improve access to 
health services for people living in rural and more remote communities. 

20) Government should work with regional health authorities and health professionals to 
set reasonable standards for access. 

21) Government, regional health authorities and health professionals should work 
together to inform people about standards and expectations for access to health 
services. 

22) Government should use the best available evidence to set standards and targets for key 
aspects of the health system. Performance and results should lie measured regularly 
and people should be well informed about the results. 

23) Government and regional health authorities should place greater emphasis on using 
information and evidence to monitor, evaluate and improve health services. 

24) Government should introduce policies that require a clear demonstration of health 
care benefits before any new treatments, drugs and technology are introduced. 

25) Access to health care must be equally available to everyone. People should not be 
punished as a result of their individual lifestyle choices. 

26) Government should continuously review its policies on children, on education, social 
services, environment, justice, and other key areas to assess their impact on the long 
term health of people in the province and make changes wherever possible to improve 
health. 

27) Government should proceed first with developing a long term plan for the future of 
Alberta s health system, then address funding requirements to ensure the system is 
sustainable. 

28) Government should ensure that there is sufficient funding available to support and 
sustain a comprehensive publicly funded health system. Funding for health should 
not be at the expense of other priority areas including education, social services, and 
infrastructure. 

29) Government should consider extending the public consultation process on a regular 
basis to involve more people in discussions about the health system and iis future. 

This could be done through the recommended forum on health planning. 

30) Government should significantly expand its efforts to inform people about the health 
svstem. how it works and how much it costs.

James C. Dobson, PH. D., 
is founder and president of 
Focus on the Family, a 
non-profit organization dedicated to the preservation of the 
home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father of two grown 
children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 17 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. 

QUESTION: I have a 2-year-old boy who is as cute as a bug's 
ear and I love him dearly, but he nearly drives me crazy. He throws 
the most violent temper tantrums and gets into everything. Why 
is he like this, and are other toddlers so difficult? 

DR. DOBSON: Your description of your toddler comes right 
out of the child development textbooks. That time of life begins 
with a bang (like the crash of a lamp or a porcelain vase) at about 
18 months of age and runs hot and heavy until about the third 
birthday. 

A toddler is the most hard-nosed opponent of law and order, and 
he honestly believes the universe circles around him. In his cute 
little way, he is curious, charming, funny, lovable, exciting, selfish 
and demanding - and rebellious and destructive. Comedian Bill 
Cosby must have had some personal experience with toddlers. He 
is quoted as saying, "Give me 200 active 2-year-olds, and I could 
conquer the world." 

Children between 15 and 36 months of age do not want to be 
restricted or inhibited in any manner, nor are they inclined to 
conceal their opinions. Bedtime becomes an exhausting, dreaded 
ordeal each night. They want to play with everything in reach, 
particularly fragile and expensive ornaments. They prefer using 
their pants rather than the potty, and insist on eating with their 
hands. And most of what goes in their mouths is not food. When 
they break loose in a store, they run as fast as their little legs will 
carry them. They pick up the kitty by its ears and then scream 
bloody murder when scratched. They want Mommy within 3 feet 
of them all day, preferably in the role of their full-time playmate. 
Truly, the toddler is a tiger — but a precious one. 

I hope you won t get too distressed by the frustrations of the 
toddler years. It is a very brief period of development that will be 
over before you know it. With all its challenges, it is also a 
delightful time when your little boy is at his cutest. Approach him 
with a smile and a hug. But don't fail to establish yourself as the 
boss during this period. All the years to come will be influenced by 
the relationship you build during this 18-month window. 




QUESTION: The children who play with my kids in the 
neighborhood are familiar with terrible programs on television 
and cable TV. I can't believe that their parents let them watch such 
violent and sexualized stuff. What are the long-term consequences 
of this programming on children? 

DR. DOBSON: It is sad and very difficult to understand why 
so many parents fail to supervise what their kids watch. To those 
who let them watch anything they wish, I would pose this 
proposition: Suppose a complete stranger came to your door and 
said, "You look tired. Why don't you let me take care of your 
children for a day or two?" I doubt if many of you would say, "Great 
idea. Come on in." 

That's a story that Peggy Charren, president of Action for 
Children’s Television, likes to tell. Her point is well taken. When 
we sit our children in front of the television set, were giving 
control over them to complete strangers; and more and more, 
that’s a risky thing to do. An increasing number of studies have 
found that violence on television frequently leads to later aggres¬ 
sive behavior by children and teen-agers. 

One of the most conclusive studies was conducted by Dr. 
Leonard D. Aaron. He examined a group of children at age 8 and 
then again at 19 and finally at 30. Children in the United States, 
Australia, Finland, Israel and Poland were studied. The outcome 
was the same: The more frequently the participants watched 
violent television at age 8, the more serious were the crimes that 
they were convicted of by age 30, and the more aggressive was their 
behavior when drinking. 

It's time for parents to control the amount and the content of 
television that their children are watching. The consequences of 
not doing so can be catastrophic.

Raising awareness 

Two local women are work¬ 
ing hard to raise awareness on 
Fetal Alcohol Syndrome (FAS), 
a problem they say is more 
prevalent than most would 
think. 

Mary Ellen Toker and Sam 
Moebis attended a seminar on 
FAS a while back and have 
since been working in alliance 
with Accredited Supports to 
the Community to help those 
affected by FAS and parents 
with children suffering from 
FAS to cope with and educate 
them on the disease. 

"FAS is 100% preventable 

and when a child is born with FAS, it has a ripple effect on our community," said Moebis. 

A few key features on recognizing a child suffering from FAS are wider set eyes, flat noses 
and a very small body. If no physical symptoms are evident, a child with FAS may have a very 
hard time remembering even the simplest things and may be a "collector," who takes things 
that are shiny or appealing to the eye. 

Because many FAS sufferers can't remember things they've been told, Moebis says that 
"everyday is a new day for that child. We really have to set them up for success." 

Toker and Moebis are looking for volunteers to take FAS classes and become tutors for 
those suffering from the disease. 

They say that a lot of the time FAS is misdiagnosed and is hard to recognize in very small 
children if no physical characteristics are shown. 

"Were not pointing fingers," said Moebis. "Nobody does it (drinks while they're pregnant) 
on purpose."

Summer Farm Employment 
Program (SFEP) applications will 
be available soon. High school stu¬ 
dents interested in a career in 
agriculture can also consider the 
Green Certificate Farm Training 
Program (GCP) as a way to en¬ 
hance their learning, gain credits 
and earn a credential. 

"SFEP provides Alberta's youth 
the opportunity to gain farm work 
experience as part of Alberta's 
Summer Temporary Employment 
Program (STEP)," said Christine 
Paproski, Program Delivery Spe¬ 
cialist with Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development, Ed¬ 
monton. 

Through SFEP, full-time farm¬ 
ers receive assistance to hire young 
Albertans from July 1 to August 
31. The Alberta government pays 
up to half of the employee's monthly 
wage to a maximum of $330 per 
month. 

"Prospective employees must be 
between 15 and 24 years of age and 
must not be a relative of the em¬ 
ployer," said Paproski. "Up to 500 
young people will be accepted into 
the 1999 program. Application 
forms are processed on a first- 
come, first-served basis and em¬ 
ployers and employees must apply 
together." 

Under the program, youth work 
a minimum of 30 hours per week 
and must be paid at least the pro¬ 
vincial minimum wage. Minimum 
wage will be $5.65 per hour in the 
summer of 1999. 

Application forms and program 
guidelines for SFEP will be avail¬ 
able on May 3 from Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment officesand the deadline is 
May 28. 

'Employers interested in sup¬ 
porting enhanced learning oppor¬ 
tunities for Alberta youth and stu¬ 
dents interested in learning about 
agriculture and earning high school 
credits and an employment certifi¬ 
cate should also consider the Green 
Certificate Program," said Robert 
Hornbrook, GCP supervisor. 
Youth interested in earning high 
school credits and certification 
should consult with their high 
school counsellor or contact the 
GCP at (780) 427-2171.

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Farm leaders ask for 
railway costing review 


The CWB, along with lead¬ 
ers of the major Prairie farm 
organizations, last week called 
on federal Transport Minister 
David Collenette to initiate im¬ 
mediately a grain freight rate 
costing review as part of the 
broader industry/ stakeholder 
discussions on transportation. 
The farm leaders say an inde¬ 
pendent accounting of current 
costs for moving Prairie grain 
from farm to port is an essen¬ 
tial step in developing a more 
efficient, responsive and cost- 
effective grain handling and 
transportation system. 

Preliminary research indi¬ 
cates that current freight rates 
may be as much as $200 mil¬ 
lion higher (on a crop year 
basis) than they should be 
based on actual railway costs. 

Ian McCreary, Chair of the 
CWB's Transportation Com¬ 
mittee, says this amount of 
money is too important for 
farmers to overlook. 

"For a typical 1500-acre 
Prairie farm, that's an extra 
$5,000 a year going to the 
railways that should stay in 
the local community," said 
McCreary. 

The last costing review was 
based on 1992 railways costs. 
Since then, many efficiences 


have been introduced into the 
transportation and handling 
system but the railways are 
still collecting freight fees 
based on seven-year-old costs. 
The current freight rate cap, 
the maximum the railways can 
and do charge to haul grain, 
was established at that time. 

Last week’s call for a review 
is supported by: Agricore, Al¬ 
berta Soft Wheat Producers 
Commission, the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture, the 
CWB, the Hudson Bay Route 
Association, Keystone Agri¬ 
cultural Producers, the Na¬ 
tional Farmers Union, the Sas¬ 
katchewan Association of Ru¬ 
ral Municipalities, Saskatch¬ 
ewan Wheat Pool, West Cen¬ 
tral Road and Rail, Wild Rose 
Agricultural Producers and 
Winter Cereals Canada Inc. 

These organizations repre¬ 
sent the majority of western 
Canadian farmers and the key 
players in the Prairie grain 
industry. 

Through the requested cost¬ 
ing review, Prairie farm lead¬ 
ers want the federal govern¬ 
ment to establish a fair start¬ 
ing point for grain freight rates 
which reflects today's railway 
costs. 

"This review must be con¬ 


ducted so that meaningful, can¬ 
did, and open discussions 
among industry players take 
place," said Alan Holt, Presi¬ 
dent of Wild Rose Agricultural 
Producers. 

"The reality is that Prairie 
grains are captive to the two 
major railways in this coun¬ 
try," said Don Dewar, Presi¬ 
dent of Keystone Agricultural 
Producers. "Let's make sure 
that when we as an industry 
sit down to discuss improve¬ 
ments in the transportation 
system we have factual infor¬ 
mation in front of us and are 
all dealing from the same deck 
of cards." 

The need for a costing re¬ 
view was highlighted in the 
CWB's transportation actions 
plan, "Linking Farmers to Cus¬ 
tomers," which elected CWB 
Board members have been dis¬ 
cussing with farmers and farm ^ 
organizations in meetings 
across the Prairies over the 
last few months. These meet¬ 
ings indicated strong farmer 
support for the approach farm 
leaders are taking today as a 
lead up to broader industry 
discussions on Justice Estey's 
proposals for the Prairie grain 
transportation and handling 
system.

Money's Mushroom North location is going to have its 
second annual Gardener Appreciation Week starting May 3. 
From Monday to Friday and Sunday, spent mushroom substrate 
will be given away free when you load your own vehicle, either 
in bulk, bags or containers you supply yourself. 

On May 8, Money's Mushroom North location will have 
their tenth annual Gardener Appreciation Day. 

Starting at 8 a.m. until 3 p.m. we will have two loaders and 
two Bobcats present to load trucks up to one tonne. 

Over the last nine years, Gardener Appreciation Day has 
evolved to where it is an occasion that gardeners look forward 
to in the spring. As the word spreads each year, more people 
are coming from farther away to pick up spent mushroom 
substrate. 

Using spent mushroom substrate will make lawns, shrubs, 
gardens and trees flourish even in the worst of soils. It adds 
vital nutrients and organic matter that plants need for healthy 
and long lasting growth. Peat moss makes up a small part of 
the compost that green plants utilize are used up in the 
mushroom growing process. 

Spent mushroom substrate is a very good soil supplement; 
it is not advised to use it as a soil replacement. 

The Money's Mushroom North farm is located on the east 
side of Highway #2, between Airdrie and Crossfield. We are 
straight east of the Dickson-Stevenson Rest Stop. Go 10 km 
north of Airdrie to the Crossfield' Drumheller exit. Take the 
Drumheller exit east 0.5 km to the service road. Turn right on 
the service road and follow it back south to the Heritage 
location. Our phone number is 946-4395.

Conserve spring moisture 


Some producers in northeast 
Alberta experienced poor emer¬ 
gence in 1998 due to exception¬ 
ally dry spring seeding condi¬ 
tions. Two questions often asked 
in hind site were: Should I have 
seeded deeper or packed more? 
Would more or less tillage have 
made a difference? 

"There are two reasons for 
deeper seeding," said Ron Heller, 
reduced tillage agronomist with 
Alberta Reduced Tillage Initia¬ 
tive (ARTI), Vermilion. "One rea¬ 
son is to help seeds reach mois¬ 
ture, the other is to keep them in 
contact with the moisture long 
enough for adequate germina¬ 
tion and emergence. Since tillage 
drys the soil, there are a few good 
reasons for tillage at seeding. 
Harrowing to seal up cracks 
and mulch the surface residue, 
however, can sometimes be part 
of a direct seeding system.” 

Soil conditions are an impor¬ 
tant consideration. Fine (clay) 
and course (sandy) textured soils 
naturally lead to different seed¬ 
bed management strategies. Op¬ 
timum seedling growth depends 
on soil porosity where water, 
air nutrients, roots and shoots 
can move around as required. 
Organic matter is the key to soil 
porosity. Maximizing the return 
of crop residue to the soil from 
which it was grown builds the 
organic matter component. Re¬ 
ducing tillage helps maintain 
and improve the soil structure 
and leaves a protective layer of 
crop residue in the field. It is 
only beginning to be understood 
what impact this can have on 
our soils ... after all, it took 
hundreds of years to recognize 
the drawbacks of tillage. 

Crop residue also affects 
opener and packer performance, 
but remember the influence it 
has on soil moisture before and 
after seeding. Direct-seeded 
crops are able to maximize use 


of available moisture." 

Experience from conven¬ 
tional tillage practices can be 
helpful initially, but seeding 
management must change as 
the soil characteristics change 
with less tillage. Most direct 
seeders agree that equipment 
performance is influenced by 
soil, crop residue and topogra¬ 
phy. Together with speed and 
disturbance, these factors will 
determine how sophisticated the 
opener design or the operator 
skills need to be to achieve suc¬ 
cessful seeding. 

"Optimum seed placement is 
often a result of the field 'finish,' 
such as a micro-climate fur¬ 
rows, residue cover, smooth¬ 
ness," said Heller. "There are 
weed control and fertilizer place¬ 
ment implications, also. Re-seed- 
ing crops each year depends 
largely on a piece of iron com¬ 


ing in contact with soil and 
differences from field to field 
and year to year should be ex¬ 
pected. From an equipment-de- 
sign capability, the required ma¬ 
chine settings for depth and 
packing are a function of field 
conditions at seeding time. The 
technology for direct-seeded 
crops continues to improve and 
many farmers are pleased with 
the moisture conservation they 
observe in their reduced tillage 
systems." 

As a seeding strategy, it of¬ 
fers the advantage of firm, moist, 
well structured soil in the seed¬ 
ing zone and the best opportu¬ 
nity to maintain a quality seed¬ 
bed for a reasonable time after 
seeding. As for seeding depth 
and packing, the best option is 
to find the moisture, that might 
mean a little digging if it's been 
dry for a while.

The pesky Boxelder bug 


Spring and fall are times 
when the adult boxelder bug 
becomes most noticeable as it 
wanders through houses, 
hangs on the warm south-fac¬ 
ing sides of houses or fences, 
is generally just a nuisance. 
Fortunately, this bug doesn't 
feed on anything they find in 
the house, nor does it bite. 
Boxelder bugs are found any¬ 
where in North America where 
the Boxelder (Manitoba ma¬ 
ple) grows. 

"The adult boxelder bug is 
grey-brown to black with three 
red lines on the upper part of 
the body, as well as red mar¬ 
gins on the wing covers," said 
Shelley Barkley, information 
officer at Alberta Agriculture, 
Food and Rural Development’s 
Crop Diversification Centre 
South, Brooks. 

"The eggs are bright red as 
is the nymph when newly 
hatched. The nymph resem¬ 
bles an aphid in shape, but 
moves faster and is bright red. 
As the nymph ages, black wing 
buds begin to grow, which 
eventually will cover the back 
of the insect when it reaches 


adulthood. These wings allow 
the bugs to fly, helping to in¬ 
crease there mobility." 

Normally boxelder bugs 
emerge from winter hiberna¬ 
tion when the buds of the 
boxelder begin to open, they 
quickly mate and lay eggs. 
Eggs are deposited on the tree 
in the bark crevices, on fences 
or even on the ground. In 
about 10-14 days the eggs 
hatch, and nymphs begin feed¬ 
ing on the developing boxelder 
foliage by sticking their mouth 
parts into the plant tissue and 
sucking. Summer finds the 
nymphs and adults feeding on 
the female boxelder, on foli¬ 
age, flowers, tender branches 
and seeds. Occasionally, they 
do feed on other trees and 
fruit, but their feeding dam¬ 
age is very minimal. 

"In the fall, the bugs leave 
the trees, and begin searching 
for a hibernation site," said 
Barkley. "This can be under 
the debris in the yard or under 
loose bark on the tree. Warm 
winter weather can bring them 
out of their hibernation sites, 
where they will be found on

south facing foundations, 
fences or logs sunning them¬ 
selves." 

Spraying now for these 
pests is not necessary, exclud¬ 
ing the pests from the house is 
the best way to control them. 
Seal cracks and holes in foun¬ 
dations, walls, doors and 
around windows with patch¬ 
ing compounds, weather strip¬ 
ping, caulking and screens. 
Once in the house, a vacuum 
cleaner or broom and dust pan 
works well to remove the bug 
from the house. 

"The boxelder bug is going 
to be around until the maples 
start to bud, then they will 
move there, that is until fall, 
when they begin the search 
for a cozy place to spend the 
winter once again," Barkley 
said.

The Alberta Cattle Commission (ACC) has told the prov¬ 
ince's standing policy committee on agriculture it would like to 
have industry development funds included in the next round of 
safety net negotiations. The ACC also gave full support to the 
new Natural Heritage Act, Bill 15, currently before the legis¬ 
lature. 

For many years, beef cattle producers have resisted receiv¬ 
ing direct support from government through safety net pro¬ 
grams due to potential trade implications. 

Instead cattle producers have preferred federal and provin¬ 
cial industry development funds. ACC Chairman Jim Turner 
says, "The results of the research and market development 
have been really good and an overall benefit to the beef 
industry, and the government realizes this." 

The ACC believes that the cattle industry will make much 
larger gains in terms of improved competitiveness and market 
advantage through the use development funds that would have 
occurred had they been allocated to producer support pro¬ 
grams. 

The federal and provincial governments are about to begin 
a new round of safety net negotiations. Turner feels it's 
important that Alberta advocate that industry development be 
given recognition as a program to which federal safety net 
funds can be allocated. 

Turner believes the proposed Natural Heritage Act is a win- 
win situation. 

"It's always been our position that properly managed grazing 
is compatible with protecting natural ecosystems. The best 
grazing managers are those who work on the land and the 
native range. The new act will protect both the rancher's 
livelihood and the ecosystem." 

The passage of Bill 15 will assist the government in working 
towards completion of its objectives in the Special Places 2000 
program.

Development Fund (CABIDF),
